CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: April 16, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinarian care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 


You failed to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. APHIS observed the 
following: 

1) A male English bulldog, #0A0 165 1705, with a raised, reddened, 
nodule-like lesion between two of the toes on the front left paw. The 
lesion was approximately % of inch by *4 of an inch in size. 

2) A Yorkshire terrier named “Harley,” #095097779, with missing teeth 
and a heavy build-up of yellow/brown to green material covering the 
surface of the remaining teeth. 

3) A Maltese named “Cracker Box,” #093010823, with receding gums, 
missing teeth and a yellow/brown material covering the surface of the 
remaining teeth. 

4) A female Yorkshire terrier, #0A01317168, with a stiff gait in the 
back legs when walking and a pronounced curved appearance to her 
middle to lower back. She also had a heavy build-up of yellowish 
brown material on the majority of her teeth and a white/grey creamy 
material at the gum line of the upper cheek teeth. 

5) A female Shih Tzu, #145532122A, with two areas of hair loss along 
her back right side and an approximately Vi inch open skin lesion with 
thick, yellow/green mucous like material within. She had a pinpoint 
sized hole through the tissue within the lesion. She also had a heavy 
build-up of yellow/brown material on the surface of most of her teeth 
with red, swollen and receding gums along some of her teeth. 
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Date of Violation: July 16, 2014

(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 

You failed to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. APHIS observed the 
following: 

1) A male English bulldog, #036010061, with squinting in the right 
eye and a greenish-white discharge at the bottom of the eye with a 
cloudy blue/grey lesion within the central left portion of the eye. The 
surrounding tissue of the right eye was slightly reddened and inflamed. 

2) A female Yorkshire terrier, #0A01403513, with squinting and 
green/white discharge surrounding the left eye. She also had a pinpoint 
sized concave lesion centrally located on the surface of her eye. 

Date of Violation: October 8, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinarian care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 

You failed to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. A Shih Tzu, 
#145532122A, had red and inflamed gums along the cheek and upper 
canine teeth and had a yellow/brown material covering the surface of 
the teeth. There was a creamy grey to white material along the gum 
line of some of these teeth and the lower left cheek teeth had a reddish 
discharge and a very loose tooth. 


Date of Violation: June 24, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinarian care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 

You failed to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. APHIS observed the 
following: 
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1) A female Maltese, #0A02025544, was consistently holding her right 
front foot up and only occasionally bearing weight on it. Her right foot 
had a slightly reddened area between her toes on the right foot and one 
of the nails on the middle digit was excessively long. 

2) A male Maltese, #0A02041336, with buildup of dark brown to black 
material noted in and around the entrance of the ear canal with some 
pinpoint reddened areas on the inner earflap. 

3) A male Maltese, #093010823, with a thick layer of dark brown 
buildup on two lower cheek teeth on each side of the mouth and a line 
of grey buildup along the gum line. He had a loose right lower canine 
tooth and both lower canines had pockets at the gum line with visible 
roots. He had receding gums that appeared reddened along all the 
teeth. Also, his toenails were overgrown and did not allow for normal 
positioning of the digits on his right foot. 

Date of Violation: October 7, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinarian care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 

You failed to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. An English bulldog, 
#0A02024128, had a right eye with a cloudy blue/grey circular area on 
the central portion of the eye. The tissue surrounding the bottom 
portion of the eyelid appeared red and inflamed with a small amount of 
yellow/green crusty discharge present on the outside corner of the eye. 

Date of Violation: October 7, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(3) Housing facilities, general, (c) Surfaces. Cleaning. Hard 
surfaces with which dogs or cats come into contact must be spot-cleaned daily 
and sanitized. 

You failed to ensure that hard surfaces were spot-cleaned daily and 
sanitized. Eleven enclosures in the sheltered buildings had 
black/brown dirt and grime buildup on the dog entry doors and 
doorway walls. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $9,500. 
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
